BLOODY SWEAT. 


This rare affection, which has always 


excited in a liigl) degree the interest and 
attention of medical observers, consists 
essentially of a haemorrhage from the un- 
broken surface of the skin. .But, inas- 
much us it takes place from the net work 
of small vessels wbich surround the 
sweat-glands, and makes its appearance 
through the opening of the sweat-ducts, 
it is not inappropriately, after all, named 
"bloody sweat." 


The discharge is generally intermit- 


tent, or at least remittent, and parox- 
ysmal in its nature, the intervals varying 
from a few hours to months. Sometimes 
it is pure blood wbich coagulates in crusts 
or gouts upon the surface, sometimes it is 
so intermixed with serum or the per- 
spiratory fluid as to be merely a more or 
less deeply colored bloody liquid. 


Its extent varies extremely: It may 


make its appearance over the whole or 
nearly the whole of the surface of the 
body, but more commonly it is confined 
to some selected regions, generally those 
in which the skin is thin and delicate. 
It most frequently appears as a more or 
lets copious and continued oozing from 
the surface,. whvqh,. when w,in|d,.away, 
rapidly .orslowl/rteappeari fronjjiimerous 
minute or indistinguishable points,, but 
it has been Keen to spring up in a distinct 
Jet fiom the surface- . 


It is often associated with eruptions 


upon the skin, but quite as often there is 
nothing of the kind. Every age and both 
sexes have furnished examples of it, 
though it is most common ia females, and 
especially in nervous and hysterical wo- 
men. Bloody sweat may be produced by 
overwhelming mental 
emotions, 
and

sions as terror, anguish, despair, etc.—

° ^^S^P^'^f^^ who luffed fbfxnany years 
in Mexico has explained to r. reporter why 
bananas are so abundant on our streets, 
and indeed, all over the country, in the 
following way • In certain parts of Mexi- 
co and Central America, particularly on 
the lowhnds, a large amount of coffee is 
now being planted. 
The young coffee 


tree is quite tender and without protec- 
tion in the way of shade would certainly 
be burned out by the fierce sun of the 
Southern country before it had reached 
its bearing season about three or four 
years after planting. Therefore when 
the young coffee tree is set out as it is 
in regular rows, alternate rows of bananas 
are set out at the same time. 
The cof- 


fee plants are sprouted and set out on the 
plantation much the same as our cabbage 
or tomato plants 
The banana is a par- 


cularly luxuriant pl.uit in moist, low 
soil and grows with tbe utmost rspidily. 
.t at once becomes a guardian angel to 
the tender coflea tree, shielding it with 
ts outspread vcrdaut wings from 
the 


ropic sun, and so continues uutil the 
irecious berry plant is able to fi^ht its 
'wn way

His 
method is to pour from twenty to forty 
drops of a mixture of equal parts of tur- 
pentine and carbolic acid into a kettle of 
water, which is kept simmering over a 
slow fire, so that the air of the sick room 
is constantly impregnated with the odor 
of these twe substances.

The early Christmas has no 


fixed day for celebrating the birth of the 
M< «s!ah. 
The traditions 
of various 


churches differed in regard to the date, 
altliough therewasa general concurrence 
of opinion respecting the midnight hour. 
Several day* in Decembsr were men- 
tioned as the date of the Nativity, and 
in lomo communities no distinction wan 
nude between it and Epiphany, aud 
the re was a disposition in some quarters 
Of the miniature Christian world to de- 
precate the observance of special days, 
and to commemorate every day in the 
yc ir the birth, life, death and resurrec- 
tion of tho Redeemer. The impu'se to 
dt tcrmine a precise date and to convert 
tho day of the Nativity into a sacred 
festival came from the early Church of 
Rome. The Saturnalia, a religious feast 
in the days of the Republic, harj degcn- 
cr ited under the Empire into a carnival 
of revelry, intemperance and crime. For 
the better part of the week in mid- 
Dteember, ordinary business was sus- 
pended and tho populace of Rome aban- 
doned themselves to holiday indulgence, 
street parades and brawls, gluttonous 
feists and criminal excesses. 
These 


were tbo red-letter days of a Paganism 
that had abandoned 
self-restraint, re- 


nounced morality, and ceased to have 
faith in anything higher than ignoble 
pleasures and degrading passions.

w is to emphasize their contempt for this 
brutal and riotous 
festival that the 


Christians at Rome established their rc- 
lijjous feast. It was simply a Christ-mass 
—a special service of prayer, praise and 
communion, held in the lonely watches 
of the night when the Divine Child wni 
reputed to have been born.

BED CHAJIBDUS.—Robust per- 


sons may sleep in a temperature of forty 
degrees, or under, but the old, the infant 
and the frail should never sleep in a 
room where the atmosphere is much un- 
der fifty degrees Fahrenheit. All know 
the danger of going into a cold room from 
a very warm room. Very few churches, 
theatres and the like, are ever warmer 
than seventy degrees. If it is freezing 
out of doors it is thirty degrees—the 
difference being forty degrees more. 
Persons will be chilled by such a change 
in ten minutes, although they may be ac- 
tively walking. But to lie still in bed, 
nothing to promote the circulation, and 
breathe for hours an atmosphere of forty 
and even fifty degrees when the lungs are 
always at 
ninety-eight, is too great a 


change. 
Many persons wake up in the 


morning with inflammation of the lungs 
who went to bed well, and are surprised 
that this should be the case. The cause 
may often be found in sleeping in a room 
where a window has been foolishly opened 
for ventilation. The water cure journals 
of the country have done an incalculable 
injury by the blind and indiscriminate 
advice of hoisting the window at night. 
The rule should be, everywhere, during 
the part of tho year when fires arc kept 
burning, to avoid hoisting an outside 
window. It is safer and better to leave 


I rim 


the chamber door open, as also the fire- 
place—then there is a draught up the 
chimney, while the room is not so likely 
to become cold. If there is some (ire in 
the room all night the window may be 
open an inch. It is safer to sleep in a 
bad air all night with a temperature over 
fifty, than in pure air with a temperature 
under forty. 
The bad air may sicken you 


but cannot kill you , the cold air can and 
does kill very often

was greatly beloved ; as u bishop he con- 
tinued bis benevolence. After his' death 
the church canonized him and he becsnie 
one of tbe greatest patron aainUj being 
revered as the help of tbe poor, the pro" 
tedtor of the weak, and as the especial 
patron saint of littte children, who were 
taught to believe that their good gifts 
came from' "him. St. Nicholas was the 
name given him bf the monks, and this 
was familiarly changed to Santa Nic'laus, 
and finally clipped down to. Santa SClaus, 
who is still represented as retaining his 
old babitb of secret benevolence and com- 
ing don* the ckimhey alffrnights, laden 
with Christmas presents for children. A 
pleasant fiction it is to them, under tbe 
cover of which that chartnirig fccrecy 
concerning the donor* of gifts u kept up, 
though little oyet} and ears aadiminds are 
keen, and Santa, Cl»us is usually very well 
know to 'them to' * fnuch more 'modern 
personage than old St. Nicholas. But 
the children enjoy ^ the harmles* p;
